LEGISLATURE 

The members of the Legislature were 
called together on Jan, 29th, the session 
thus lasting slightly longer than two 
months, 

Unusual interest attached to this ses- 
sion because in the recess the natural 
resources had been transferred to pro- 
vincial control. The legislature was thus 
for the first time called upon to assume 
the responsibility of directing the manage- 
ment ot these public properties, The new 
lands act is the chief measure framed for 
that purpose, embodying the principle 
that hereafter no one may secure a home- 
stead in the province until he has resided 
here three years, 

Endorsement of the action of the 
Government in regard to the wheat pool 
guarantee was another outstanding item 
in the sessional program. In taking such 
action the Government admittedly ex- 
ceeded its authority, and had to secure 
retroactive approval. Undesirable as that 
course of procedure undoubtedly is, there 
were circumstances which justified it as 
the lesser of two evils. Had the action 
not been taken, the immediate prospect 
was that the banks would refuse to 
finance the 1930 crop and demand pay- 
ment of the advances on the preceding 
crop, in which case the Government could 
probably do nothing other or nothing 
better than foreclose and take possession 
of the pool elevators. That would have 
confronted the legislature with the ques- 
tion of what to do with the elevators; and 
the question also of what to do to prevent 
the utter collapse of the wheat market. 

During the session opposition members 
challenged the management and position 
of some of the Co-operative Associations 
for whose operations the province has 
been made financially responsible. The 
reaction both in and outside the house was 
to arouse interest as to the outworking 
and results of the general policy of loan- 
ing provincial credit to private enterprise. 
[The provincial auditor is to prepare for 
next session a report showing the securi- 
ties held by the province tor all loans 
made and all guarantees given to organ- 
izations of all kinds. The showing thus 
made will likely determine whether the 
credit loaning policy is to be continued, 
and if so what changes in terms and 
conditions may be required to protect the 
public interests. 

On the financial side the Provincial 
Treasurer had the unpleasant, but at the 
present time by no means uncommon, 
duty of announcing that there will be a 
deficit at the end of the present year and 
of predicting another at the end of next 
year. With that the members, like the 
public, showed little surprise and had 
little fault to find. When private business 
of all kinds is running at a loss the public 
business cannot be made to show a profit 
without penalizing the already hard- 
driven taxpayers, As a concession to the 
existing conditions there was an all round 
reduction of $5 in the cost of motor car 
licenses, to the lively disapproval of the 
Conservative members and newspapers

but the apparent satisfaction of every- 
body else. 
The circumstances being what they 


are, two omissions are conspicuous in the 
record of the session: 

1. There was no increase in taxation; 

2. Nothing was done toward setting 
up a compulsory wheat pool. 

These omissions stand out in grati- 
tude-provoking contrast to the plan of the 
Government of British Columbia to bal- 
ance its budget by imposing a super-in- 
come tax on twelve-dollar-a-week clerks 
and scrub-women, and the project in Sas 
katchewan to save the farmer from disas- 
ter by taking the management of his own 
business out of his hands,

THE FACT BEHID 


Mayor Webb of Winnipeg is very sure 
the talk of secession in some parts of the 
west is “all rubbish”; meaning, apparently 
that it is bluff. The same opinion has 
been expressed in other, and quite dif- 
terent, quarters. 

That may ov niay uot be the case. The 
immediately important point is not 
whether those who use such language 
mean to try to bring about secession; but 
the simple facts that the language has 
been used publicly at quite a number of 
gatherings, that more or less organization 
has followed from its use, and that a bill 
of demands has been forwarded to Ottawa 


in’ which secession is 
threatened. 

Sane and responsible people do not 
adopt such measures of protest as these 
unless they are enduring actual hardship 
and feel that no real effort is being made 
to remedy the condition. The west will 
not secede; nobody need worry on that 
score. But that a considerable minority 
of western people have even suggested 
secession is a fact that should cause 
Parliament to focus attention upon the 
situation in which the western farmer 
finds himself and the outlook that con- 
fronts him. 

The west is not on trial for threatening 
secession. But Parliament is on trial as 
to whether it intends to adopt a public 
policy that will lessen the cause of dis- 
content among the western farmers, or 
one that will aggravate the unquestionably 
serious position in which they are placed 
—which position has caused some of them 
to indulge in secessionist talk, whether 
they mean it or not.

COUNCIL AND EXHIBITION BOARD 


The city council and the exhibition 
association are at logger-heads on the 
question of whether council representa- 
tives on the board should be automatically 
unseated if they fail to attend three 
successive meetings of that body. This 
is the rule that applies to other members, 
and the association claims that it cannot 
well have one rule for council representa- 
tives and another rule for the other 
members. 

The council would not appear to have 
a very strong case for exceptional treat- 
ment in the matter. The question natur- 
ally arises; why should council want to 
keep representatives on the board who 
will not attend its meetings? The interests 
of the city are in no way safeguarded by 
having only nominal representation on 
that body. If the representatives ap- 
pointed do not care to attend to the duties, 
the obvious course is to appoint others. 
And if the “three times and out” rule 


works a hardship to any council repre- 
sentative whose absence was unavoidable, 
there appears to be nothing 
council re-appointing him.

Community Contests 


For 1981 


Last summer the Canadian National Railways an- 
nounced, through the president, Sir Henry Thornton, 
the inauguration of a seri¢s of annual competitions 
in community progress for communities of European 
origin in the three provinces of Alberta, Saskatche- 
wan and Manitoba, Marked enthusiasm developed 
in all three provinces in the project, and a total of 
forty communities entered the 1930 contests, 

The winners in the Alberta competition were:— 

First prize—Norma Municipality (Ukrainian); sec- 
ond prize—Lloyd-George Municipality (Scandinavi- 
an); third prize—The Pines Municipality (Ukrainian); 
highly commended—Liberty Municipality (Ukrainlan- 
German-Scandinavian); commended—Unity Munici- 
pality (Ukrainian), 

These competitions are to run for five years. 
Arrangements are now under way for the 1931 con- 
tests, and those desiring detailed information should 
address Robert England, western manager of the de- 
partments of colonization and agriculture of the 
National Railways, room 100, Union station, Winnipeg. 
Entries for the contests must be in by April 30,

FROM PILLAR TO POST 

Psychology and psychiatry should 
be twin brothers, but they usually 
turn out to be distant cousins. The 
psychologist writes sympathetically 
of the lives of neurotics' and scems 
to draw the good will of abnormal 
people, Psychiatry, while ostensi- 
by offering this same sympathy and 
understanding, paradoxically denies 
to the patient the very thing it 
offers, Who is qualified to make the 


perfect diagnosis? R, N. 
Reply 
The letter goes on to state that 
the physician sends the patient 


away to Atlantic City and on his 
return informs him that there tis 
nothing wrong and asks him to 
“snap out of it.” So he goes from 
pillar to post, “And then when the 
body is buried, the psychiatrist feels 
the patient simply lacked guts.” 
Or again: “The psychologist recog- 
nizes the existence of abnormal peo- 
as such; but the psychiatrist rec- 
ognizes them only as normal people 
slightly off balance,” 

I recognize the justice of the com- 
nlaint, but I think R, N. puts it too 
strongly and may have been unfor- 
tunate in the temper of the psychia- 
trist to whom he went, I cite a wise 
one, who says that a neurosis is as 
bad as the patient thinks it to be, 
and yet it is not, The two facts are 
these: The neurasthenic, by the na- 
ture of his illness (and this not in 
all cases) regards himself as worse 
than he ts, and he cannot get bet- 
ter without a fight. He must pull 
upstream even as he feels himself 
going down to a bottomless pit of 
misery. 


Keeping Mentally Fit

least, It is often the ‘ame in com- 
mercial life; the business man who 
most needs money to carry on has 
poorest credit, Perhaps both have 
been too ambitious and have spent 
more than they had 

Whether cousins or brothers, the 
two points of view are near of kin; 
and it depends much on what man- 
ner of man elther is, whether he 
seoms like a brother or a rather re- 
mote relative. More and more the 
two views rreet; and not only psy- 
chologist and psychiatrist, but both 
and the patient are brothers under 
the skin, if they happen to be of 
similar temperaments. The old say- 
ing, “Physician, heal thyself!" may

NO SALARIES 
WILL ATTACH 
TO POSITION 


Premier Introduces Bill in 
Dying Moments of Ses- 
sion Saturday 


Establishment of a provincial Ath- 
letic Commission in 1942 is a prob- 
abjlity, according to Premier J. E. 
Brownlee 


With this end in view, the Premier, 
in the last moments of the legislative 
session that prorogued on Seturday 
night, introduced such a bill, but in so 
doing stated that he would not press 
it this year, but merely wished to bring 
it before the public for discussion and 
probable action next year 

All interested persons and organiza- 
tions will be given the opportunity of 
making any representations desired to 
the government 

As drafted the bill states that the 
commission would consist of five mem- 
bers and would be a corporate body, 
the object of which would be “to 
assist, promote and encourage amateur 


sport and recreation in schools, coms | 


munity centres and through associa- 
tions of amateur sportsmen.” 

The majority uf members will form 
a quorum. Members of the conmias- 
sion will hold office during pleasure 
and upon @ Vacancy occurring owlng 
to death, resignation or removal from 
office of @ member, the Lieutenant. 
Governor in Council will appoint a 
successor, 

The commissioners will serve with- 
out remuneration but will be entitled 
to receive tinvelling expenses and 
actual disbursements in transacting 
the busiress of the commission 

The commission will investigate 
charges and other matters connected 
with sport,
